The importance and value of water- 


proof materials is so clearly -under- 
stood that every attempt to produce a 
new material which is impervious to 
moisture is a subject of deep interest 
to scientists and incidentally to almost 
every one. By tfcs use of a material 
made from alkali-cellulose and known 
as viscose, fabrics of various sorts, lin- 
en, cotton or wool, are made elastic 
and waterproof. It is said to be un- 
affected by moisture and may be wash- 
ed, bleached and even boiled with soap 
without injury. The fabric is thought 
to be specially desirable for book cov- 
ers, carriage tops and other places 
where leather is now used. Nothing 
that has been devised seems to prom- 
ise such excellent results as this new 
substitute for leather.

:ienuei;cy and Cuba subMuiuially m 
the same situation maugre the objec- 
tions o* the patriots aud non-anneji- 
jtionists; with the aduSt public once 
more taking lessons in the science of 
geography, it is not strange that great 
interest should have been de\ eloped 
in tbp Lesser Antilles.. 


Under the protocol of terms 
for 


peace between Spain and the UniteJ 
States probably the most desirable nf 
the great Antilles will become 
an 


American colony. This island conti- 
nent—it is almost such—is the eastern 
and northern barrier 
to 
the great 


Caribbean sea. 
Porto Rico holds the 


key to the position in these seas ami 
is a near neighbor to the Danish is- 
lands of St. Thomas, one of the Vir- 
gin group, which has caused American 
statesmen more loss of sleep than any 
other piece of land surrounded by wa- 
ter on the globe. 
With one of "these 


already in America's grasp it is but 
natural that the people should wish 
to know more of the neighbors who 
form the eastern fringe to the Carib- 
bean. 


The Lesser Antilles consist of the 


three groups known as the Virgin is- 
lands, the Leewards and Windwards, 
in order from north to south. 
The 


Virgins sweep from the eastein bor- 
ders of Porto Rico east and south to 
near where the Leewards commence. 
These overlap the Windwards, which 
extend almost to the South American 
continent, forming a bioken, jagged 
barrier to tne Caribbean sea. 


Something over 18 months 
ago. 


when -war with Spain was a mere rum- 
ble. John G. Shot-tail, accompanied by 
a party of ladies and gentlemen, made 
a trip through the archipelago. As the 
tropical seas and climes are not desir- 
able 
neighbors 
in 
summer 
when 


storms nad tbe ever-present yellow fe- 
ver abound, while the heat is stifling, 
the trip 
was taken 
in the 
early 


months of tbe year. 
The party left 


Brooklyn in February and cruised di- 
rectly to St. Thomas, the real start- 
ing point. 
Thence the steamer went 


rig-zagging through the Leewards anJ 
Windwards to Venezuela. 


Mr. Shortall describes St. Thomas 


as one of the most interesting of all 
the islands near the western continent. 
This is not only because of its native 
attraotheness. but because 
America 


has flirted with it so much. As he 
recollected it was during Grant's time 
that a proposal to purchase the island 
•nas made. The king of Denmark hes- 
itated because it was 
scarcely con- 


sistent with the ro\al dignity "to sell 
a colony 
Kls dignity ^s frightfully 


shocked when congress refused to rat- 
ifj the deal after the royal assent had 
been indicated. 


But St. Thomas possesses something 


very rare in the groups of islands: 
that is, a good, well protected harbor. 
The bay of the city is a large, well 
sheltered one, arar.lv prouded with a 
large dry dock and \\harfing facilities. 
The Inland al-=o has one other advan- 
tage 
There are fewer negroes there 


than in the others. The island is not- 
ed for the beauty of the scenery, tne 
beauty of thp bay and the sport of the 
n.itnes in dmng for 
pennies from 


open boats In the bay. 
The vater ts 


so dear that the skillful fellows are 
able to plunge to the bottom and res- 
rue the coin tossed in by visitors in 
search of anmsoment. 


The •sarious groups are almost dc- 


vo'd of harbors, although engineers 
nnslit be able to remove this objec- 
tion at considerable cost. 
A slight 


indentation in the shoie line is about 
all that any of them can boast in the 
way of harbors. Piers thrust out into 
Ihe bay serve to land boats from the 
ships, but only two or three of 
the 


limited harbors are furnished 
with 


tloek«. 
This, of course, makes cahu 


weather necetsary for comfort in male- 
ing visits. 


"Tho population of these inlands," 


^aid Mr 
Shortall, "is largely negro. 


Some authorities t.ay in the proportion 
if twenty to one. Naturally the dweH- 
ings are such a& might be expected 
w i t h such a population. Sugar lias 
been and still is the chief product 
It 


has madf many great fortunes, but 


those day» art- past and many of tut- 
best plantation* haie been abandoned. 
Their ia:tered chimneys and slowly 
djhintegrating buildings present pici- 
ur^b ol Oetolauou. In tne British Is- 
lands the subject of aa-sirt:uiic-fc to iu- 
gdr planters has given and is giving 
the gtnerument very grave concern. 


"One of the most important products 


of t.ome of the islands is chocolate 
tefd (tbeobroma cacao). This seed is 
found in a mass of white, viscous fluid, 
is taken therefrom, the seed dried and 
exported. 
Many persons are engaged 


in growing the trees, as the production 
of chocolate is a relatively new enter- 
prise. 
The scenery of most of the 


islands is now mountainous, and. of 
course, full 
of 
tropical vegetation, 


with botauical gardens, to which. I be- 
lieve, all aspire to give an outlet for 
the taste of the botanist and those 
aesthetically inclined. 


"The ship gets her bill of health 


from island to island. This fact was 
made very clear to us when we stop- 
ped opposite Martinique, where 
we 


dared not land on account of the yel- 
low fever, which was becoming; slight- 
ly epidemic. 
We lay by a few hours 


off the principal town and smelled— 
tbe wind was offshore—the burning 
of refuse material which drifted out 
to sea with a pungent odor. It was 
night and the imagination had 
free 


scope. 


"At Santa Lucia, which is one of the 


principal coaling ports in these Is- 
lands, a curious spectacle was that of 
the process of coaling, in which both 
men and women, the larger portion in 
the majority, were 
engaged.

Great cargoes of merchandise will be 
found on the docks here one evening 
and the next morning will have gone, 
nobody knowing whither and nobody 
inquiring. It is free port, and follow- 
ing Amsterdam and Rotterdam in this 
too a man can buy fine Havana cigars 
at a very low price, a fact which he 
who smokes will appreciate. 


"A reflection forced on me by a 


tour of these islands is the extraor- 
dinary absence of any special indus- 
tries among the natives. In most other 
lands with large native populations, 
especially in the southern seas, you 
will find certain unique artistic crea- 
tions, dexterously made, which indi- 
cate industry. 
But here the genera! 


laziness of the populations and their 
lack of inventive faculty, content to 
live as they are from hand to mouth, 
preclude the idea of specially attrait- 
ive artistic creations. 
So we zigzag 


through this opgnjent cf i circle from 
north to south without carrying away 
a single souvenir." 


The trip as Mr. Shortall describes tt 


involves every one of the three groups 
of islands worth visiting. -Trinidad,

One would think 
that he had been dropped down in a 
corner of Holland as he viewed its 
water wajs, gabled houses and stone 
streets, so entirely different from y>e 
buildings or roads of any of the others. 
The word Curacoa is from Cura, 
.a 


pnest and assao, a Carib word signify- 
ing roasting. The story goes that ear- 
ly in the sixteenth century Jesuits of 
Spain sent out some missionaries to 
these islrnds, which were then canni- 
bal. They landed a couple of 
their 


brethren on this island aud the natives 
received them with a hearty welcome. 


"The ship sailed away and when the

that this means business. As a soldier, 
editor, lawyer and politician. Captain 
Howell has ever manifested a strength 
of character and an unruffled determi- 
nation that has won him success in 
everything he "undertook. He is as 
courageous mentally and morally as 
he is physically, and there is so much 
about him that is picturesque in a per- 
sonal way that the south is glad the 
whole country is going to get a glimpse 
of him in his new position. In Wash- 
ington he is already well known, and 
the newspaper men of New York and 
Chicago and other northern cities ar« 
his firm friends, but outside of an oc- 
casional seat \n the state legislature 
he has consistently refused to accept 
any public office 


The captain is not jet 58 years of 


age and is one oE tbe moat perfect 
types of tbe southern manhood which, 
not born to work, was forced by the 
devastation of war to earn its own 
livelihood and to aid m the support of 
an 
impoverished and disheartened 


community. As a soldier his record is 
one of the most brilliant in the annals 
of the confederacy and he has been tbe 
recipient of many tributes from those 
who served with him. He was artil- 
lery commander, recruiting his own 
company in Georgia and leading it in 
nearly every engagement 
that took 


place between southern Georgia and 
northern Virginia 
He served wit>i 


Stonewall Jackron until that gallant 
soldier was killed, and there is a tale 
about him which says that he did not 
believe the story of Lee surrendering 
when he heard it and kept on fighting 
for some days afterward 


During the recent Atlanta exposition 


Captain Howell was called upon to 
make the speech of welcome to a re- 
union of federal and confederate sol- 
diers on Ohio day, Governor McKin'.ey 
making the response. 
During the 


course of his remarks bp said that he 
had spent most of the four years of 
the war lunning. During the first two 
years he had chased the Yankees and 
during the last two the Yankees had 
chased him. And, he added, amid a 
whirlwind of Inuqhter and applause, 
that it wasn't until the tail end of tho 
unpleasantness that he knew what a 
sprinter he was. Governor MeKlnley'a 
reply to this 
sallv was remarkably 


clever and Ihe blue and the cray had a 
love feast in Atlanta that day such as 
they have never had before or since 


The war over. Captain Howell took 


an active and aggressive position in 
the dark daja of reconstruction 
The 


homes of southern planters, which had 
been the abode of aristocracy and in- 
dependence before, were desolate and 
unproductive, families were scattered 
and citl°s burned to the earth, women 
and children had no one to protect or 
to provide for them, and the worst 
p:irt of the situation seemed to be the 
almost utter hopelessness and helpless- 
ness for the moment of the. remnant of 
Georgia's magnificent population that 
remained. A few brave men took hold 
of the situation with an earnest effort 
o make, the most of the wretched clr- 
umstances, and among them no one 
erv»d with more fidelity or with great- 
•r anreeaa than Captain Howell. 
He 


not only was posgeHsed of unlimited 
rain and brawn, but there WM always 


*uo*hin« Jo his presence and cbeerful- 


told of their long partnership, but it 
would require a book to print them. 
In matters outside the paper, and es- 
pecially In politics, they frequently dis- 
agreed, and at one time they were 
chairmen of executive committees of 
rival parties seeking 
the municipal 


control of Atlanta, but in their editor- 
ial and business polity they were al- 
ways one, and alwajs right. 


A year ago Captain Howell sold a 


one-fourth interest in the Constitution 
for $125,000 and retired from the ed- 
itorial management of the paper, to 
which position his son, Clarke Howell, 
was at once elected. He has s,ince de- 
voted himself to his private eater- 
prises and to the enjoyment of the 
rest which his long years of hard la- 
bor have entitled him to. At the time 
of his appointment he was spending a 
few weeks in the north with a portion 
of his family, and his selection as a 
member of the investigating commis- 
sion came to him as a. complete sur- 
prise. When he received it he eald to 
a friend that he felt it the duty of ev- 
erv good citizen at suth times to accept 
any call that the chief executive might 
make on him, and as snon as he could 
arrange to do so he went to Washing- 
ton to see the president. 


In politics Captain Howell has al- 


waya been a democrat of the old school, 
but bolted Cleveland and Clevelandism 
u 1884, 'SS and '92. During the last 
fifteen or twenty years he has been a 
delegate from tbe state at large to all 
the national conventions of his party, 
and during the late campaign -was one 
of the most active supporters of. Bryan 
n the country. In social life he is 
one of the most popular men of the 
state, and as a stump speaker he is 
without an equal. The late Charles A. 
Dana once said that he could tell a 
bad story better 
than anybody on 


earth, and that as a teller of good 
stories lie beat the world 
He has 


several times been urged to accept the 
nomination for governor of Georgia, 
but has steadily refused, gl\ing as his 
reason the statement that he already 
has sufficient troubles and did not want 
more.

Wipe it off 
with clear water and rub well with 
a clean polishing cloth until it Is per-# 
fectly dry and well polished 
The fina 


soapsuds do not affect the original fin- 
ish in the least, but simp'y removes 
that which obscures it, and it rubbed 
absolutely dry, with a brisk motion, 
the result is that the piano is cleaned 
and brightened 


CHESTNUTS CROWN IN AMERICA 


It was three-quarters of a century 


after Du Fonts importation of Euro- 
pean chestnuts that Japanese chestnuts 
began to attract 
attention 
in this 


country 
Probably the largest grove ot 


Japanese chestnuts m America is sit- 
uated near Clemmton, N. J. Here a 
tract of land 500 acres in area is given 
ov er to the culture of these trees The 
tract was originally a forest of native 
American "chestnut trees 
They were 


all cut down, and after the shoots had 
grown two years they were grafted 
with the Japanese chestnut. In from 
two to three jears the grafted trees be- 
gan to bear, and at the end of ten years 
thej were yielding a oushel of chest- 
nuts to a tree 
Tbe orchard, if such it 


maj be called, is crudely 
cultivated 


with a rough harrow, and the fallen 
leaves are permitted to rot and en- 
rich the ground

can, but bj no means so sweet in the

They are used not 


only for the enlivenment of Hallowe'en 
parties, but also for the Thanksgiving 
turkev, and boiled as an ordinary v es- 
etable

where he made a failure as a mer- 
chant. He then turned his attention 
to mechanics aud rinally invented the 
thermometer that bears his name and 
which coon became popular through- 
out the civilized world. 
He removed 


to Amsterdam. Holland, then a great 
shipping center. Thu inventor was 
such n quiet, unassuming man thatlit- 
tle is known about him, the date nf his 
death even bf-ing a disputed question. 
It is generally believed, however, that 
lie died September 1(5, 1736. — Chicago 
Record.
